An ordinance granting the motor com-
pany the right to lay an 18-inch pipe along
avenue A from Its power house Lo empty Into
the zlough at Thirlty-seventh street to carry
off the water from the condensing engine
was puassed.

COVINGTON NOT 'I#HA_T IT ONCE WAS

NResoris of the Lawless Blemenin Are
Now Deserted npd the Town s
Buniet=Even lin Name Hawn
Meen Lost.

SIOUX CITY, la., June 6.—(Special.)—
Eight years ago Covinglon and Stantan,
Neb,, were belleved to be aboul the wicked-
ost towns in the United States. S8ince that
time the hand of destruction has visited
them and avenged the insult of thelr ex-
istence, Today a little hamlet lles sleop-
ing, enugeled among the trees, on the site
where wivked Covington was built, Seldom
does noything happen to mar ita qulet and
Borenlity,

AL night the drone of frogs and of erlck-
ety In the praivie grass lull the regonerated
Covinglon to sleep. Covington, the wicked,
slept. but fitfully, and shots, curses, the
rattle of gambling outfith and music from
the glaring dance halls disturbed lts nights.
People now polnt and say, there s the town
of Covington. But the Missourl river
awallowed up blocks of the old town, in-
cluding that parlt where the sialoons, gamb-
litg dens and dance halls stood, Stanton,
ity mate, was wiped out by flerce flames.
Covington and Stanton are now but mem-
ories of the past.

Covington ol todayv—no lenger the Cov-
ington of seven or elght years ago—hns
pitssed through a perfod of regeneration.
This llttle town, which, only a few short
years ago, was a  modern Babylon, is
now a quiet, peaceful village—about the
same as it was before It was made the
dumping  ground for the human refuse of
Bloux City. There wos a time when this
place was Known to be one of the very
toughest, worst and most dangerous townsa
in the United Statse. This was when the
lawe of the state of lowa were such as Lo
prohiblt - the sale and manufacture of 1-
quors there,
at least a large proportion of them, had
lots of money (n those days; they had
“money to burn,'' and as the laws of the
state prohibited its destruction in saloons,
dance balls and gambling houses in lown,

those of the voung men, or even the old
rrm-n. with sporty Inclinations, had to go
to Covington, Neh.

It wis one of those places where there
wus absolutely mo effort to prevent law-
| lessness, Murder,” theft or bunco werd
simply pa=sing eveuts of the day., It ia
true there was o town marshal—a digni-

tary wearing a large tin star and carrying
a big gun in his hip pocket, But it is satd
it was seldom thut he @cted in his official
capacity,

Opening o New Bridge,
| It was on May 18/ 1888, that the exercizes
attendant upon the opening of the pontoon
bridge from Stanton to Sloux City were held.
It was made quile an event and it was esti-
mnted that fully 10,000 pergsons went over
from Sioux €ty to the Nebraska town that
!d;w. Stanton and Cévington were two ¢.[-
[ ferent places, ‘The latter 8 about as ald a
place us Sioux City, but the former was a
[ town bullt for the occaslon, Stanton was
| built up inside of a few weeks and was
I simply for the purpose of _ﬁntching the bridge
Itrade, The princlpal thoroughfare—-about
the only ane with any bulldings—was known
as Dloodgood street. lt; wias not much over
two blocks long and about every room was
occupied by a saloon, chop house or whole-
|sale lNguor business. Upstairs were the
gambling houses and some dance halls, but
! most of the latier resorts were a few blocks
| to the west.
Sioux City celebrated the opening of the
bridge with fitting ceremonles, It was a big
day and bands of musle paraded the streets.
It was all In honor of the completion of the
bridge, for the business men of Sloux Clty
knew that it would result in securing a
great deal of trade from Nebraska. One Da-
Kota county, Nebraska, citlzen expressed his
sentiments about the future relatlons be-
tween the towns as follows: “What the
snloons and other places rake In from the
lowa and Nebraska people will be earried to
Sloux Clty and will be spent there. What-
ever criminality Is perpetrated under the
Influence of liguor will be conflned to Din-
kota county and will become a part of its
history and record.”

Then began the higtory of Covinglon and
Stanton, Neb, They will live long in the
memory of those who knew of the places as
being bad ones for a mun to visit with
mum\y In his porket. He would surely come
homo separated from his wealth—If he got
home at all. Some who went to the Ne-
braska gide of the bridge did not come back.
But the life of Stanton was doomed to be
short, Like the biblical history of the fate
of Sodom and Comorrnh was that of Stan-
ton, Neb, One cold night in the winter of
1860 an nlarm of fire was spread In the
towne: Stanton was burning, That night
a plilar of flames rose to the heavens, and
the next morning found one &ide of Blood-
good street in ruing,  Just how the fire
started was never definitely known, but at
any rate it consumed many thousand dol-
lars worth of property. 8o business was
carried on for gome time on the other side
of the thoroughtare. Aside from the charred
rulns mcross the street all traces of the
fire had been digpelled. But one night the
alarm of fire was rajsed a second time ip
Stanton. This time, 4 gheet of Hame swept
over the other side af, the street, and it
too, wa# left o mass. of blackened rulns,
That was the lastrofiBtunton, aside from
the White house, ‘whith stood awiy from
the river tront and/ served for some thme
as o cheup dance ‘Wouse. Thus Covington
was left alono In fk '#lory. or rather, it
shame, and Stantop  wes wiped from the
b faco of the earth.

High Tile la Crime,

The residents of the ill-fated Stanton
moved thelr effects sayed from the blaze to
the town of Covingion, only a few blocks
away. Then pogan obE wildest periods of
that town's existenck ®here was then hardly
a respectable place’ 8f business, every store
room or house belug p suloon, gambling den,
dance hall or hop .loul[, A Chinnman was
running & small lappdpy business, but he
went 1o the bad, Here the lawless relgned
supreme, They controlled the town, the
wlections and everything clse. It was a town
glven up to ein. It le doubtful it it ever
had an equal. Persons who saw Covington
in its palimy days say It was worge than auy
of the mining camps o the west ever dared
to be. All this within a mile of S8loux Qity,
About the only loval persons who really
profited lurgely by the town across the river
were hackmen and the owners of the brldge.

To the good Nebraska farmer who was
obliged to drive through the town the sound
of the harp, violin and old plano, mingled
with tho clink of the glasaea and the lnces-
sant rattle of the rouletie whowl, soon boe-
caine familiar, This also becatme s0 familinr
to the cars of the people living lo the wwn
that they would not feel comfortable I i
should cease for awhile; all day and night it
kept up, ipcluding Bundays. But every
Sunday could be beard gbove all the toll of

The people of Sloux City, or|

the hell on the little white church near the
outakirts of the town where people from the
outside attended,

Such lawlesshess, however, could not last.
The laws of lowa were changed, the city ad-
ministration passed Into other hands and
the residents of Covington came back to
Bloux City. They were allowed to resume
business on the lowa slde, but were under
the strict cotitrol of the authoritles. Thia
killed Covington, but for yoars some of the
resorta continued on that side of the river,
It was only a few months ago that the last
Ealoon closed, after eleven years of contin-
uous business, both days, nights and Sun-
days. The pontoon bridge business went
when the combination bridge was put In and
was finally abandoned,
